Our understanding of the diffuse 
X-ray emission from the Milky Way 
has evolved extensively with time from 
when it was first observed in the 
1960 ’s, and its origin is still the 
subject of debate as much now as 
ever. This presentation will provide an 
overview of that evolution, the various 
emission components, emission 
mechanisms, an assessment of the 
current state of the field, and 
implications for eROSITA.
